on new car purchases. The fate! 
of the repeal measure, adopted! 
in the-‘House by a vote of 245] 
to 151, rests in tho Serate, accord- 
ing to H. J. Brunnicr, president 
of the California State Autom»bile 
association, who has expressed the 
belief that the Senate would give' 
motorists thig relief from an ad- 
ditional tax burden. 

The American Automobile asso-! 
ciation is taking the leadership inj 
this battlc in behalf of tha mo- 
torists of the nation and is being 
supported not only by its 1,046!) 
affillated clubs but by the manu- { 
facturers and dealers organiza- 
tions, Brunnier said. Thomas P. 
Henry, president of the American! 
Automobile association was spoke- 
sman before a committee hearing 
last week for the motorisis of 
the nation. Brunnier sent. the 
following telegram to Henry prio 
to the hearing, presenting the de- 
mands to California motordom for 
repeal of the war tax: ee 

“The California State Automo- 
bile’ association having a member-| 
ship of seventy five thousand mo- 
tor car owners of California re- 
quests that you speak in its be- 
half in urging repeal of three per 
cent federal war excise tax on 
Passenger automobiles. We see no 
legitimate justification for the fu- 
ther continuance of this tax which 
was impOsed as an emergency 
war time measure, The fact that 
almost all similar taxes have 
since been removed indicates a 
tendency to consider motor veh- 
icles in a luxury class and this 
principle we most vigorously op- 
pose. Federal. tax reduction 
should not be made at the ex- 
pense of the motoring public more 
than any other class of citizens. 
Three times as many persons 
would benefit by automobile tax 
elimination as by normal income 
tax .reduction. We believe this 
excise tax today is discriminatory 
and of a class levy nature. Motor
